THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The Democratic Party, in the Nation- 
al Convention assembled, reposing its 
trust in the intelligence, patriotism and 
discriminating justice of the people stand- 
ing upon the Constitution as the founda- 
tion and limitation of the powers of the 
Government and the guaranty of the lib- 
erties of the citizens and recognising the 
questions of slavery and secession as hav- 
ing been settled for all time to come by 
the war and the voluntary actéon of the 
Southern States in Constitutional Con- 
vention assembled, and never to be re- 
newed or re-agitated, do with the return 
of peace demand :

AMNESTY PROCLAMATION. 


The following Proclamation was issued 
by the President on the 4th instant: 
Wuereas, In the month of Juty, Anno 
Domini, 1861, in accepting the condition 
{civil war which was browght by inser- 
rection and rebeilion in several of th: 
United States which constitute the United 
States, the two Houses of Congress did 
solemnly declare that war was not waged 
on the part of the Government in any 
epirit of oppression, nor for any purpose 
of conquest or subjugation, nor for any 
purpose of overthrowing or interfering 


with the rights or established institutions , 
of the States, but only to defend and main- | 


tain the supremacy ef the Constitation of 
the United States, and to preserve the 
Union with all the dignity, equality and 
rights of the several States unimpaired ; 
and that so soon as those objects should 
be accomplished the war on the part of 
the Government should cease. And 
whereas, the President of the United 
States has, heretofore, 
that declaration, and with the view of se- 


curing for it the ultimate and complete | 
elfect set forth in the several Proclama- | 


tions, offering amnesty and pardon to! 
persons who had been or were concerned 


in the spirit of 


in the afore-named rebellion, which Proc- | 


lamations, however, were amended with 
pradential reservations and exceptions 
then deemed necessary and proper, and 
which Proclamations were respectively 
issued on the 8th day of December, 1563, 
on the 26th day of March, 1864, 
23th day of May, 1865, and on the 
day of September, 1867. And whercas, 
the said lamentable civil war has 
since altogether ceased, with an acknow!l- 
edgment by all the States of the suprem- 
acy of the Federal Constitution -and of 
the government thereunder, and there no 
longer exists any reasonable ground to 
apprehend a renewal of the said civil war, 
or any foreign interference, or any un- 
lawful resistance by any portion of the

people of any of the States to the Con- | 


stitution and laws of the United Siates. 
And whereas, it is desirable to reduce the 
standing army and to bring a speedy ter- 
mination to military occupation, martial 
law, military tribunals, abridgement of the 
freedom of speech and of the press, and 
suspension of the privilege of habeas cor- 
pws, and of the right of trial by jury, such 
encroachments upon our free institutions 
in time of peace being dangerous to pub- 
lic liberty, incompatible with the individ- 
ual rights of the citizen, contrary to the 
and spirit of our republican form 
of government and exhaustive of the na- 
tional resources. And twherers, it is be- 
lieved that amnesty and pardon will tend 
to secure a complete and universal estab- 
lishment and prevalence of municipal law 
ul order, in conformity with the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and to re- 
move all appearance and presumptions of 
or vindictive policy 
Government attended by unnecessary 
disqualifications, pains, penalties, confis- 
cations and disfranchisements, and on the 
contrary, to promote and procure a com- 
plete fraternal reconciliation among the 
whole people, with due submission to the 
Constitution and the laws. 

Now, therefore, be it known, that I. 
Andrew Johnson, President of the United 
States, do, by virtue of the Constitution 
and in the name of the people of the 
United States, hereby proclaim and de- 
clare unconditionally and without reser- 
vation to all and to every person who 
directly or indirectly participated in the 
late insurrection or rebellion, excepting 
such person or persons as may be under 
presentment or indictment in any court 
of the United States having competent 
jerisdiction upon a charge of treason or 
other felony, a full pardon and amnesty 
for the offence of treason against the

United States, or of adhering to their en- | 


emies during the late civil war, with the 


restoration of all rights of property, ex- | 


cept as to slaves, and except also to any 
property of which any person may have 
been legally divested under the laws of 
the United States.

“ Let them stand open till the hand can 
be held upon them without burning. As 
soon as filled cut wrapping paper the size 
of the can, one for each, and when cool 
slip one over the fruit entirely, and fill up 
the can on top of the paper with boiling 
juice and seal at once. Ladies, try 
way ; the fruit will never mould, and will 
keep any time, if you don’t cat it. The 
papers keep the fruit from rising to the 
top of the liquid. There is no use of 
setting cans into water to heat them, or 
of putting them into quilted bags; it is 
too troublesome.

| It manifests a good feeling towards thes 
, minister, and shows that, after having re- 
ceived of him “ spiritual blessings,” they 
are willing he should partake of their 
|“ carnal things.” 
| We would suggest a different course 
both for the parish and for the enfeebled 
minister. One which we believe, would 
better improve his health and more 
'“ abound to the riches of their liberality.” 
It is to furnish him with land for tillage, 
and with the implements of husbandry. 
It need not be a fifteen thousand, or even 
@ six thousand dellats farm, such as the

daily exercise. Let him not fear the 
loss of # delieate hand, or a lily-like face, 
or a slender arm. In “ the labor of his 
hands ” let him rejoice, and in“ the sweat 
of his face, let him eat bread.” Thus 
| will he soon find that even the enrse de- 
nouneed on our first parents, embodies 
‘one of our richest earthly blessings. Pro- 
fessional men, and others alse, are too 
| much afraid of labor. How few of them 
lean say, “ these hands have ministered to 
my necessities.” 

Agriculture and horticulture are among 
the best means to restore declining healt 
land rejuvenate the exhausted and jaded 
mind.

Any sedentary invalid, who will resort 
to this Tleaven-ordained means of health 
of body and peace of mind, will soon under- 
stand why the old clergymen of this 
jcountry had a long ministry, and a green 
old age.

HOW TO GB TO THE MOUNTAINS.

MILDEW ON THE GRAPE. 


The following original paper on this 


important subject, which has excited 
much discussion of late and developed 
inv conflicting theories, was read by 


M William Saunders, of this depart- 
ment, at the meeting of the American 
Pomological Society at St. Louis. Mr. 
S. has given many years of careful study 
the subject : 
“There are various forms of mildew to 
be seen on the leaves of the grape, al- 
though for presen: distinction they may 
be divided into two classes, viz: those 
that make their appearance on the under 
surface of the leaf and those that develop 
more particularly on the upper surface. 
“Both classes of mildew are mainly, 
if not wholly, the result of atmospheric 
changes, more particularly those of a 
hygrometric character. 


to 


“ The most fatal form of grape mildew | 


is that species which attacks the under 
surface of the foliage, and is known by 
the name of leaf blight, sun scald, and 
blasted leaf. Its presence is first indi- 
cated by a slightly yellowish discoloration 
on the upper surface of the leaf, which 
gradually increases until the part affected 
becomes brown. By turning over the 
leaf the fungus will be observed spread- 
ing and destroying the vitality of the 
tissue; the leaves ultimately wither, 
ble, and drop off. 
“This form of mildew appears 
produced by continucfl dampness, more 
particularly when heavy dews or occa- 
sional rains, accompanied by dull or 
cloudy weather, immediately follow a 
period of dryness and bright suxshine ; it

sufficiently systematized observations on 
this disease to enable us to arrive at an 
intelligent conclusion as to its cause. 
Diseases of this mature are very often

ports upon the condition of the soil or 
atmosphere at the time of its greatest 
severity should not hold too prominent a 
place in our conclusions with reference to 
its Origin.

Farmers Department, 


HUNTING FOR THE COWS. 


Many of our farmers have wasted years | 
of valuable time, just because they did 
not teach their cows to come home ait 
nicht. Any one who has ever lived or 
traveled in the country, will remember 
the familiar Co-bos, of the farmer’s son or 
hired man as they endeavor to coax the 
cows from the woods, or the tal] grass in 
the great pasture. We have had a little 
experience in these matters, and well re- 
member how we have waded through the 
brush and bogs looking for the cows, and, 
boy like, we thought them dreadful con- | 
trary animals. But we have lived long | 
enough to learn better, and now think 
that the biped was the more contrary | 
animal of the two. Boys, we will tell 
you a secret that will save you a great 
deal of trouble, and it is this: Just sow 
a few rows of corn in drills, where it | 

| 


be handy to the milking place, and every 
time the cows are driven up at night, or | 
in the morning, give each one a good 
armful of the fresh cut cornstalks, and 
our word for it, the cows will alway be 
on hand at milking time. Besides thats | 
they will give more milk, and forget to | 
kick over the milk pail, even if you do 
whistle a little too loud. 


Summer Pruning of the Grape Vine. 
It is said that some laws are henored 

more in the breach than the observance, 
and it is probable that one of these is 
that which directs the severe and con- 
tinual pruning of the grape vine. Leaves 
are the lungs of the plants through the 
stomata or pores of which they receive 
the life-giving oxygen of ihe atmosphere 
and expel the azote or deadly exhausted 
air. We cannot improve the health of 
any thing by cutting out a part of its 
lungs. We do not advocate the too lib- 
eral use of the knife, or of the finger and | 
thumb, but as supcrabundant wood delays 
the maturation of the fruit and diminishes 
its size, we should have as little extra 
wood as possible; and as the vine must 
be kept within certain limits, it is better 
to prevent the growth of shoots by rub- 
bing off all the superfluous buds than to 
allow them to attain a large size and 
then be compelled to use the knife. The 
fruit-bearing canes should be stopped two 
or three leaves beyond the last bunch ; 
some advise to leave only one leaf beyond 
the bunch, but this practice is a little too 
sharp. 

The canes for next year’s fruiting 
should be allowed to grow freely, laterals 
and all. Some varieties produce the best 
fruit on the laterals of the previous year. 
It should be borne in mind that the grape 
vine may be kept within proper bounds 
easier by gradually checking its growth 
than by mutilating it afier the wood has 
attained a large size.— Western Rural. 


Povitry Hovses. It is advisable, | 
in the construction of poultry houses, to 
use pine lumber—the more pitch it con; 
tains the better—as this is very offensive 
to poultry vermin. Some think it pays 
well to make the roosting cribs of pitch 
pine boughs as a protection from their 
greatest enemy—lice. 

Give them Ashes —Where fowls arc 
confined in considerable numbers to a re- | 
stricted enclosure they should have a 
good supply of wood ashes to wallow in. 
it will pay to fill a large box with ashes 
and place it under shelter where the 
fowls can use it at pleasure. It is a| 
pleasure to them, as is manifest by the | 
eagerness with which they avail them- 
selves of this means of purification.

K THORNLESS BLACKBERRY. 

Eps. Renat New-Yorxer :—I send 
you by express a specimen of a thornless 
blackberry found growing upon the farm | 
of Mr. Cnas. Tlexny, tome four miles 
from this viliage, last scason, at so late a 
period that we did not have time to do 
anything in the way of sending out sam- 
ples. We have been watching its habits 
this season, hoping to be able to get a 
good crop and have some nice samples 
but owing to the excessive drought the! 
crop is very slim and the berries quite 
diminutive in size to some found last sea- 
son, so much so, that we hardly thought 
it best to send out any this year. I was 
at your office last spring at which time I} 
made mention of this berry to you, there- 
fore I came to the conclusion to send you 
a sample, that you might see what they 
were ina dry season. The first berries 
ripe were picked some two weeks since. 
I think this is a berry, as far as Tam able 
to judge, (taking into consideration the 
drought, &c.,) that is not to be beat as to 
size, quality, and productiveness by any 
other berry yet discovered. 

The bush is a strong and healthy crow- 
er, perfectly hardy, withstanding the severe 
cold of last winter without killing, though 
standing in open ground, without any 
protection. The whole bush from the} 
ground to the tip is as destitute of thorns 
as the sample sent te you. It must be a 
great acquisition to those who wish to 
cultivate small fruits. The common black- 
berry has been nearly destroyed by the 
drought ; they seem to be much more in- 
jared in the same field than the thornless, 
which would go to show that the thorn- 
less, is decidedly hardy. : 

We have had but little rain here for the | 
last six or seven weeks, and if we do not 
get some soon the crop of corn and pota- 
toes will be a total failure 5.
